teaspoon cream of tarta r; % cup, 
plus 2 tablespoons, sifted gra nu­ 
lated sugar; 
(4 teaspoon vanilla; 
hi teaspoon almond extract. 
Sift flour once, measure, and sift 
four more times. 
Beat egg whites 
and salt with flat wire wlfisk. When 
foamy, acid cream of ta rtar and con­ 
tinue beating until eggs are stiff 
enoUgli to hold up in peaks, but 
not dry. 
Fold In sugar carefully, 
2 tablespoons at a time until all is 
used. 
Fold in flavoring. 
Then sift 
small am o u n t of flour over mixture 
and 
fold 
in 
carefully; 
continue 
until all is used. 
Turn into 13 X 10- 
inch pan which has been greased, 
lined with paper to within % inch 
of edge, and again greased.
